Town drops 
opposition 
to Virgil 
school site 

Council comes 

> to terms with 
school board 
over Line 2 
property rezoning.

The town has agreed to 
allow an elementary school 
on Line 2, and an Ontario 
Municipal Board hearing 
scheduled to take five days 
began and ended Monday 
with a ruling that echoed 
council’s decision. 

Councillors met privately 
Saturday at the Court House 
before voting to withdraw 
their opposition to a rezoning 
request from the school board 
for a new school to accommo¬ 
date Virgil and Col. John 
Butler students, saving tax¬ 
payers about $20,000 and 
allowing construction to 
move forward toward a 
September, 2011 opening.

The OMB hearing to dis¬ 
cuss the school board’s 
appeal of opposition to the 
site began Monday as sched¬ 
uled, but without town 
involvement—town lawyer 
Callum Sheddun handed 
over the settlement agree¬ 
ment and excused himself 
from the hearing. 

Parent Paolo Miele told the 
OMB chair the Line 2 site 
should be saved for family 
homes, and the school board 
should save taxpayers’ 
money and use the NDSS 
site. 

Debbie Redekop, wearing 
her blue Friends of NDSS t- 
shirt, echoed the sentiments 
about the NDSS property, 


location at Niagara Stone 
Road. 

Bryan Mancion, represent¬ 
ing SOS, a group of parents 
supporting neighbourhood 
elementary schools, urged 
the chair to allow the rezon¬ 
ing. 

At the end of the day, the 
chair ruled the elementary 
school location meets good 
planning principles and can 
go ahead on the Line 2 prop- 

Jamie King, who had 
planned to represent the 
Friends of NDSS at the OMB 
hearing, said he wasn’t noti¬ 
fied that he could still speak 
at Monday’s hearing, but the 
Friends had decided that 
they would not continue to 
oppose the rezoning without 
the support of the town. 

King was one of about 15 
parents who stood outside 
the Court House for more 
than two hours Saturday, 


understanding that a discus¬ 
sion about the school was 
going on inside. But at no 
time, he said, were they invit¬ 
ed inside. 

The discussion about the 
settlement was held behind 
closed doors, but the vote to 
accept the terms of the agree¬ 
ment was required to be pub¬ 
lic. 

King said he was surprised 
and frustrated by the agree¬ 
ment to settle. 

“If (council) didn’t have the 
intention of pursuing the 
process they should not have 
led us to believe they were,” 

“It delayed the building of 
the new elementary school 
and created a lot of tension in 
the community. I thought it 
was with good reason, but 
now it seems not to have

town. We should have been 
allowed to hear the rationale 
for council’s decision. I’m 
very disturbed that we were 
not allowed to participate in 
this process,” he said. "In light 
of the fact that we’ve been 
working so closely with the 
town, we feel perturbed we 
were put out of the loop, and 
in many ways feel we were 
purposely put out of the 

Gary Zalepa Ir. was one of 
three councillors, along with 
Andrea Kaiser and Martin 
Mazza, to oppose the setde- 
ment. Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs broke the tie when 
Councillors Dennis Dick, Jim 
Collard and Jack Lowrey 
voted to accept the terms. Art 
Viola and Terry Flynn were 
not there to vote. 

Zalepa said he felt comfort¬ 
able that the rules regarding 
public meetings were fol¬ 
lowed, but he is not happy 
about how events unfolded.

“I was very upset. Council 
had committed to a course of 
action, and decided not to 
stand behind their resolu¬ 
tion.

I thought we had a 'bigger 
picture’ planning argument. 
But when push came to 
shove, council decided not to 
pursue it.”

Education, their chances of 
success would be improved 
with an elementary school 
settlement indicating they 
are willing to work with the 
school board.

When town councillors 
made a last minute about- 
face and agreed Saturday to 
call off an Ontario Municipal 
Board hearing, allowing the 
rezoning for the new Virgil 
elementary school to pro¬ 
ceed, they made sure they 
got something in return. 

The school board agreed 


that since elementary school 
boundaries will change with 
the opening of the new 
school, all students who cur- 
rendy attend Virgil or Col. 
John Butler, and their sib¬

Some parents have 
expressed their concern that 
with the redrawing of 
boundaries, some of the stu¬ 
dents currently in the Virgil- 
Butler catchment areas 
would be sent to Parliament 
Oak. The Old Town school is 
expected to have its bound¬ 
aries enlarged to include an 
area up to East and West 


Line which is now part of the 
Butler area. 

During efforts to build 
enrolment at Niagara 
District Secondary School, 
many individuals and 
groups in the community, 
with the support of council, 
worked to bring an 
International Baccalaureate 
program to NDSS, and were 
on die road to success, if the 
board had allowed them 
more time. During the 
process for accreditation, 
which included sending 
high school teachers out of 
town for training, the Virgil 
Business Association con¬ 
tributed $40,000. 


According to the terms of 
the setdement, the school 
board will reimburse the 
Virgil Business Association

Time to move forward and 
hope for more good news 


I t was a messy situation—a public 
meeting that was called so hur¬ 
riedly the public and press were 
not notified, and a mosdy closed- 
door discussion about a very impor¬ 
tant issue that many residents have 
been very closely involved in for 
some time. 

But as disturbing as the circum¬ 
stances may have been, the more 
important discussion concerns the 
results of the meeting—the town 
backing down from its aggressive 
stance toward a school board rezon¬ 
ing request, and the settlement that 
will allow a new public school to be 
built in Virgil. 

Council had advice they could not 
win the rezoning fight at the Ontario 
Municipal Board hearing, which was 
scheduled to begin Monday and run 
for five days. 

So by majority vote, not all in agree¬ 
ment, council saved thousands of 
dollars and helped move along the 
construction of the new school. By 
some its seen as giving up on possi¬ 
bilities to save the high school. To 
others, it’s more a matter of doing 
something positive for another group 
of students. 

By agreeing to setde, council also 
demonstrated a willingness to work 


with the school board instead of 
against it, which may or may not win 
bonus points with the Minister of 
Education. 

The outcome, had the town contin¬ 
ued with their opposition, would like¬ 
ly have been the same. During the 
brief hearing Monday, the OMB chair 
made it clear his mandate was to 
decide whether a school on the Line 2 
site is good planning, and he con¬ 
cluded it is. He left no doubt that 
although he has sympathy for a com¬ 
munity battling to keep its only high 
school, that debate could not be part 
of the hearing. 

The high school discussion has 
divided our community for many rea¬ 
sons, not the least of which has been 
parents who have felt that debate was 
needlessly holding up the construc¬ 
tion of a new elementary school. It 
feels right to have at least that batde 

As many parents have said, thanks 
to the province for the $6.6 million, 
this town is finally getting something 
for its education money that we can 
all be proud of. And we can still hope 
that one day soon we will be thanking 
the province for a new high school 
that will also be a showcase for our 
town and our students.

Is it not ironic that the 
parties objecting to the peti¬ 
tion to the Minister both 
represent religious entities 
which have been assured 
that their choices will be 
respected? The Catholic 
schools have legal status in 
Ontario and are in no way 
threatened by the contin¬ 
ued existence of a non-reli¬ 
gious high school in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. Eden 
High School is a different 


case but has found a 
staunch defender in the 
DSBN. 

The assertion is that 
Niagara’s Eden students will 
not come to NDSS because 
they attend “an alternate 
program" in St. Catharines 
disguises the fact that they 
are attending a publically 
funded religious school 
which requires each student 
to possess a copy of the 
Bible and to attend chapel 
services. 

The Ontario Conservative 
Party lost the last provincial 
election primarily because 
of its platform of extending 
public funding to all reli¬ 
gious schools. 

As far as I know, there is 
no provision in law for my 
tax dollars to flow to a reli¬ 
gious school outside the 
Catholic system. Granting 
full funding, a public build¬ 
ing and courtesy bus trans¬ 
portation to a religious 
community is one factor 
which has led to precarious¬ 
ly low enrolment at NDSS. 

While courtesy buses are 
no longer available this 
year, the closure of NDSS 
would lead to permanent 
publicly funded bus trans¬ 
portation for Eden students. 


since all Niagara-on-the- 
Lake students would have 
to be transported some¬ 
where. Thus Eden would 
gain from the demise of 
NDSS. 

We face the very real pos¬ 
sibility that those who 
choose secular, public edu¬ 
cation will be denied their 
first choice: a high school in 
their own town. 

Religious communities 
are by definition closely knit 
and well organized. It is dif¬ 
ficult for politicians to resist 
the pressure and phone 
calls which emanate from 
them when they react to 
perceived threats. Our 
politicians represent all tax¬ 
payers, however, including 
non-religious ones like me. 

I congratulate them for tak¬ 
ing a stand on behalf of the 
wonderful NDSS students 
who spoke so eloquendy 
before Council as they 
handed in their "intention 
sheets” and who wish to 
have their choice respected. 

Our Niagara-on-the-Lake 
must include NDSS and the 
fight will now be taken to 
Queen’s Park.

Thanks to 
friends, family, 
firefighters and 
police for help 

It was Tuesday, April 6, 
when I narrowly escaped my 
burning van with two pre¬ 
cious grandchildren, ages 4 

I prefer not to go into too 
many details, except to say 
that the event occurred on 
Anne Street about two blocks 
from my home. The trauma 
was further complicated by 
two issues; my cell phone 
battery had just “died” and I 
had laryngitis and could 
communicate only in a whis¬ 
per. 

Thank you to the kind 
woman who offered us a ride 
as we were fleeing away from 
the burning vehicle. I could 
not explain at the time why I 
did not accept. My main 


concern was that we could 
walk home more quickly 
than take the time to get in 
the car, do up the seat belts, 
and then reverse the proce¬ 
dure at home. I greatly 
appreciate your offer, and 
suspect that you drove home 
quickly to call 911. 

By the time I placed my 
frantic, whispered call from 
home, the fire fighters had 
already been notified. 

My sincere appreciation is 
expressed to my two dear 
friends, Paul and Joanne 
Thiessen, who responded 
immediately to my distress 
call. Joanne played calmly 
with the children while Paul 
placed a phone call to my 
husband who was in a meet¬ 
ing in St Catharines, and 
then drove me back to the 
scene where we saw the 
burnt wreckage of my for¬ 
merly well maintained 2007 

Thank you to the police 
officer who took my whis¬ 
pered report. He was gentle 


with me, and that meant a 

It was also comforting to 
see some familiar faces 
amongst the firefighters. 
Thank you so much for the 
work you do. You must put 
yourself into the midst of 
many horrifying situations, 
and yet continue to perse¬ 
vere with your efforts to save 
property and, most impor¬ 
tantly, lives. 

The prayers and support 
from family and friends are 
very gready appreciated. I 
have prayed many prayers of 
gratitude as well, especially 
after viewing the burnt-out 
seats in which we had been 
sitting minutes before our 

I also pray that my grand¬ 
children will not be overly 
traumatized. 

My granddaughter, in par¬ 
ticular, was urging her broth¬ 
er to “walk faster” as we hur¬ 
ried away from the van. She 
asked me later if the van had 
exploded. As I was driving 
with her yesterday, she com¬ 
mented that she thought she 


saw smoke. I explained that 
it was very likely a farmer 
burning his brush. She 
admitted that she is still 
afraid at times, and we 
agreed that it is okay to feel 
that way, and that we have to 
keep remembering that we 


are safe. That is sometimes 
easier said than done, espe¬ 
cially when considering that 
we could have been on the 
skyway, or a busy highway 
where there is no avenue for 
escape, and where other 
vehicles and people would 


have been dangerously 
affected. 

Although I recognize that 
there are many much worse 
tragedies, the “after-shocks”

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Long-overdue renovations 
begin at McFarland House

The need for renovations 
had been on the minds of 
operators of the historic 
McFarland House for quite

Built in 1800 by John 
McFarland, it served as a 
hospital and headquarters to 
both American and British 
forces during the War of 

1812. Because of its strategic 
location, a cannon battery 
on the property guarded the 
river, and the British attack 
on Fort Niagara Dec. 19, 

1813, was launched from the 
ravine behind the home. 

Rebecca Pascoe, manager 
and curator of the two-cen- 
tury-old house on the 
Niagara River Parkway, said 


$250,000 will be spent on 
expanding the patio, which 
will be enclosed by a historic 
conservatory; upgrading the 
washrooms; and redoing 
some of the interior space, 
including the kitchen. 

"We are working with 
some really outdated infra¬ 
structure,” she said, pointing 
out the last time a major ren¬ 
ovation took place was in 
1954. 

“We've been talking about 
remodeling the bathroom 
since 1990, and to finally 
have the funding to do so is a 
wonderful surprise.” 

She said the washrooms 
need to be renovated to fit 
accessibility needs. 

Work has already begun 
on the house as the existing 
washroom, also used by visi¬

Willowbank School of 
Restoration Arts is looking 
for historic places at risk in 
the Niagara region. 

These may be properties 
that are proposed for dem¬ 
olition, or that are deterio¬ 
rating through vandalism, 
neglect, or inappropriate 

Once they are identified, 
they become part of 
Willowbank’s inventory of 
critical information about 
the region’s endangered 
architectural and land¬ 
scape heritage. Select 
properties are then record¬ 
ed through a six-week 
summer Documentation 
Internship Program. 

The internship program 


is designed for youth, high 
school, college and univer¬ 
sity students, and also the 
unemployed, who will be 
invited to participate in the 
program as a summer 
employment opportunity. 

The intent is to teach 
basic recording and docu¬ 
mentation techniques, and 
then to apply these skills to 
capture key information 
about buildings, structures 
and landscapes through 
research, photographs, 
measured drawings, and 
artwork. 

There is a one-week 
intensive training program 
followed by five weeks of 
field investigations and fol¬ 
low-up studio work.

All systems are a go for the 
Niagara District Airport's 
major renovation. 


Nearly $12 million equally 
funded by the federal, provin¬ 
cial and regional govern¬ 
ments will be going into the 
project which will see 
improvements to the run¬ 
ways, taxiways, terminal 
building and accessibility. 

Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs said the repairs 
and updates are essential not 
only for the town itself, but for 
other Niagara municipalities 
that use the airport’s services. 


“The airport is outdated 
and this particular airport 
commission is looking to 
become more self-sufficient, 
so this type of work is 
required to help bring regular 
service to the airport.” 

Right now, the airport loses 
about $100,000 to $150,000 a 
year and the increase in traf¬ 
fic the improvements will 
attract is projected to bring in 
an extra $100,000 a yean 
Niagara Falls, St. 


Catharines and Niagara-on- 
the-Lake all contribute to 
funding the airport on a year¬ 
ly basis with NOTL’s contri¬ 
bution being the least, at 
$18,000, based on popula¬ 
tion, said Burroughs. 

The region and the town 
recently resolved a planning 
issue in regard to potential 
future uses of airport land 
owned by the municipality 
and two adjacent private 
properties that also carry air¬ 


port designation. 

Of the many improve¬ 
ments is the installment of 
Canada's first landing light 
system comprised of only 
LED lights. 

The airport commission is 
currently in the planning 
stages of construction and 
must have the majority of 
renovations completed by 
March 2011 to receive the 
funding. The terminal 
improvements will be one of 


the last items addressed as 
the main priority is installing 
security fencing around the 
entire property. 

“If everything is completed 
by then the airport will be 
able to function more effi¬ 
ciently for those who rely on 
its services in Niagara,” said 
Burroughs. 

“We need to look at 
whether or not airports have 
a role in regional transit and 
I certainly believe they do.”
